Dealing with the country’s principal indus- 
try—agriculture—Mr, Lemass said its tmprove- 
ment could be only on the basis of the 
restoration of prices to enable the farmer to 
meet his outgoings and yield a profit. 

We may,” he said, “be able to offset, 
by methods of organisation and regulation 
some part of the rise m prices, and prevent 
it from ‘being reflected fully in the cost to 
the consumer.” 

The Minister said there had come about a 
considerable change in the mentality of the 
people with regard to investment m Irish indus- 
try. To-day the average investor had much 
more confidence in ing his capital avail- 
able for Irish industries than for many larger 
concerns established elsewhere. 


INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS 


Mr. Lemass said that the pro in indus- 
the past few years could not have beeu 
possible by the efforts of the Government 
alone. lt was made possible by the fact 
that all sections and classes of their people 
were realising the national need, and were 
working together, trrespective of their differ- 
ences 1 matters of politics. During the past 
three o: four years many millions of pounds 
i subscribed by Irish _ people 
for investment in Ivish enterprise. He 
thought it was true to say that not one- 
quarter of that money had been subscribed 
by persons were supporters of the pre- 
sent Government. A great many of those 
who had applied their brains and energies to 
the solving of industrial problems were not 
supporters of the Government policy, but 
they were Irish, and they realised that, 
irrespective of the complexion of the Govern- 
ment, it was good work for Ireland to get 
these industries going, to provide new 
avenues of employment for the people. 
If there was one thing more than another 
that was particularly gratifying it was the 
experience of finding no industrial project 
hampered because of political considerations, 
He was pleased to be associated with the 
factory, because it was purely Irish enter- 
rise, All the money invested and all the 
rains that went ito its establishment were 
Trish. It was not so long ago since Irish 
people .were doubtful about entrusting their 
money to such an enterprise. In the past 
many Irish industries had unfortunately 
failed and had proved a loss to investors, 
but there had come about a very consider- 
able change in the mentality of the people 
and in their outlook on these problems. 
To-day he thought it could be said that the 
average investor in this country had much 
more confidence in and was much more will- 
ing to make his capital available for Irish in- 
dustrial enterprises than in manv larger indus- 
trial concerns established elsewhere, the shares 
of which were quoted on our stock exchanges. 
To a great. extent the change had been due 
to the fact that it had been demonstrated 
that industrial enterprise in this country, 
despite the failures of an earlier age. im 
cieuwiances that lay outside the control 
of industrialists, could he made a success, 
Irish industries had to face the inevitable 
probiems which arose, but in recent years 
they had been almost uniformly successful. 


DIFFICULTIES SOLVED 


Tn the boot and shoe trade they had 
formerly to depend on technical direction and 
foreign capital; but today they no bonnes 
were in a position to call upon outsiders for 
nee to ensure its future development. 
| solved their difficulties in the boot 
and shoe industries, and the same was true 
in other industries. Even the short period 
of intanse development they ‘vad, had ema nged 
that situation, and they were now capable 
of . prog without | assistance of 
any kind. There were -ndustries yet to be 
established which were of a very highly 
technical nature, and some of which were 
now to fhis country, for which would 
have to call technical experience and foreign 


managerial aid. At the:;resent time it was 


necessary to take eve aution against 
the possibly of failure, sm 

g. ventidence in Irish ‘ndustries is new, 
and any serious setback might undermine it, 
and consequently in the planning of any in- 
dustrial development we have to provide 
double safeguards against the possibility of 
things pein wrong. Therefore, im these con- 
cerns I have in mind, which will each of 
them have substantial capital, it will be 
impossible for us to experiment. We have 
got to make certain that all the technical 
neublems have been solved and that the 
munagerial atrangements are satisfactory 
before we call upon Irish investors to sub- 
scribe their money.” 

They had many problems to solve before 
the industrial progress, now contemplated, 
would hase been completed, but with the 
establishment of each new concern, the 
avenue for progress was made wider and 
easier. They had now reached the position 
in which it could be claimed that there was 
scope for the establishment in this country 
for a great number of industriés, which a 
short time ago, would have been regarded 
as completely impracticable. 


UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM 


The boot. and. shoe industry was a striking 
example, for it had reached a stage where 
the established tanneries were getting into 
their stride, although there were still some 
complaints about. quality and supplies; but 
these complaints were disappearing, aod then 
perhaps they would be able to set up 
technical idduiirien for the production of 
chamicals for use mn tanning, or, at a 'aler 
stuge, adapt the hides of Irish cattle to the 
production of certain classes of leather. They 
could to-day look forward to a much greater 
degree of industrial development. shan, they 
had hoped for a short time ago. ‘Ile 
industrial fie! was growing wider and widcr 
to meet huni needs, 

Unemployment in the Free State was sub- 
stantially less, measured in proportion with 
the population, than unemployment in Great 
Britain, even despite the boon ib the manufa- 
ture of munitions; and it was roughly one- 
half of what it was in the North. Still there 
was a serious unemployment problem in this 
country, for so long as there were people 
willing aud able to work no one could he 
satisfied with the conditions of affairs here. 
There was no solution for unemployment other 
ihan the provision of opportunities for work, 
and in their circumstances, these opportunities 
for wotk could be much more easily made 
uvailable through the rapid promotion, of 
industrialisation than any other means. 


AGRICULTURAL POSITION 


Agriculture was, of course, the great in- 
dustry. Roughly, one-half of the total net 
production of goods im this country was 
agricultural, and the position of the agri- 
culturalists had been none too easy 1n recent 
years. In 1929 the world slump commenced, 
wut its reaction here was intensified by the 
economic war, but there had been signs that 
the worst of that period had passed, Since 
1924 there had been an upward movement in 
agricultural prices, which, combined with the 
fact that the various plans operated occa- 
sioned a substantial increase iu the volume 
of agricultural production, had made things 
easier for the farmers. But it was still a

HE inadeyuac’ of the income of Queen’s 
¥ 8 University, Belfast, from Government 
and other resources was. referred to by 
the Vice-Chancellor (Mr. F. W. Ogilvie, 
M.A.) in his address this, afternoon to the 
aunual meeting of the Queen’s University 
Guild. | 
“Unless greatly increased resources are 
forthcoming,”’ declared Mr. Ogilvie, “ there 
is a danger that the students themselves may 
suffer—taat the university may be unable to 
give them and those who follow them those 
things which a university must offer, if it is 
to be worthy of itself and ot the people 
among whom and for whom it stood. 
“Student for student, the income of 
Queen’s from all sources ~ from Government, 
local authorities and private endowments—is 
considerably less than half the ‘income of 
— similar universities in the United King- 
ons. 
‘‘ The argument sometimes heard. that con- 
ditions in Northern Ireland were not com- 


parable with conditions in the rest of the 
inn was" hardly an argument that could 
be pressed, at least so far as higher educa- 
tion was concerned, The university is the 
apex of the educational system, and now that 
elementary schovling has been so greatly im- 
proved it is only reasonable for the public 
of Northern Ireland to expect that the uni- 
versity, in its turn. should receive from the 
appropriate quarters the increased assistance 
which it uspeatl needs, A university. ill- 
equipped might a poor exchangé to the 
boy or girl from one of our modern schools.” 


ABSOLUTE OBLIGATIONS 


“ And the position of Queen’s,”’ he added, 
‘‘ is much more than a mere matter of com- 
parison financially between. one university 
and others. As the only university of the 
province, Queén’s has certain obligations 
which are absolute, not rélative, and give it 
a position of peculiar responsibility.’’ 

A university had heen described as a 
‘luminous point ”” which threw its rays 
into the surrounding region. It might also 
be descvibed as a fire, from which the minds 
of those who resorted to it might be kindled 
to their own and the general good. But a 
fire needed haaráinit After a point enthu- 
siasm could be no substitute for proper fuel 
and equipment. And the immediate plain 
fact, without complaint and without disguise, 
was the utter inadequacy of the university’s 
total income—from Government or other 
sources—for the work for which the univer- 
sity was established. , 

At the outset the Vice-Chancellor paid a 
warm tribute to the work which the Guild 
was doing on behalf of the university. The 
Guild was a society of friends of the uni- 
versity, and they had a right to know how 
Queen's stood financially in relation to other 
universities.

TWO MEN PLEAD GUILTY

Three officials of the Cork. County 
Registrar’s Office appeared before Judge 
O'Donnell at Cork Circuit Court to-day on 
various counts charging them with frauds :n 
connection with Land Registry stamps and 
embezzlement of sums of money. 

William J. Ryan, 11 St. Vincent’s place, 
Cork, pleaded guilty to fraudulently remov- 
ing from Land Registry forms stamps to the 
value of £100, with intent that use be made 
of such stamps, and with possession of J and 
Registry stamps to the value of £100 which 
had been fraudulently removed from draft 
entry forms. Bernard Crawley, Ardaulin 
terrace, Ballyhooley road, pleaded guilty to 
nineteen counts, which included fraudulent 
removal of two stamps, embezzlement or 
fraudulent conversion of amounts totalling 
£85, forging the endorsement on a cheque 
for £205 by altering the endorsement, ‘‘ For 
lodgment,”” to read ‘For lodgment less 
£30.” Both were put back. 

A jury was sworn to hear the charges 
against the third official, Richard Fitzgibbon, 
Mount. Rivers, Sunday’s Well, Cork, who 
pleaded not guilty to the fraudulent removal 
of stamps, fraudulent affixing of such stamps 
to other docnments, embezzlement. of stamps,

DISTURBING FEATURES

threatened crisis has long been foreseen 
and prepared for by the parties who are 
actively concerned; and, secondly, that 
once the issue is joined moderate counsels 
will cease to be heard, while extremists 
both sides take command of the 
situation. 


EVENTS AND AFTERMATH 


OF 1913 


To those of us who remember the 
‘‘syndicalist’’ upheaval of 1913-14, and 
its aftermath, the possibilities of another 
period of social disruption are no mere 
igments of fevered imagination. Then we 
lived in a pre-War world where thoughts 
and habits of violence were unknown in 
the industrial arena. Now, at home and 
abroad, doctrines of force are only too 
familiar as adjuncts to industrial disagree- 
ments.

ALTERNATIVE TO 
HOSTILITIES

desires for peaceful settlement, are to be 
found among the ranks of both mastars 
and men. The real, though admittedly 
dificult, problem is to discover means 
by which such latent reserves of good- 
will and social conscience may be

VOLUNTARY AUCTION 
NEEDED 


For a practical expedient we are there- 
fore, driven fo seek some form of 
voluntary intervention as the alternative 
to the precipitation of such a crisis as 
now faces the community. Such, interven- 
tion can only be helpful and effective 
if those who intervene command a sub- 
stantial degree of the confidence of both 
parties to the dispute. Is it then possible 
to discover a small body of persons who 
would command such confidence? A body 
not to exercise anything in the nature of 
arbitration functions, but merely to induce 
both parties to submit the full merits of 
their claims to the community through its 
agency í i 
As only a few days—including holidays 
—how remain before the crisis ‘is due, 
urgency demands something in the nature 
of concrete suggestion. One is, therefore 
impelled to draw a bow at a venture, 
and—without any kind of consultation— 
to mention the names of two citizens whose 
recognised good-will might induce them to 
undertake a very difficult duty. 


NAMES SUGGESTED 


Known ‘to be especially active and 
earnest in the preparatory work of 
the Citizens’ Housing Committee, the 
Reverend Father Canavan, 8.J., would 
seem to be pre-eminently competent as an 
informed and impartial negotiator. In 
association with the Reverend R. M. 
Gwynn, F.,T.C.D.—one of Dublin’s 
earliest and most earnest housing pioneers 
—agreement upon a third member of a 
negotiating committee (say, a public 
representative, a lawyer or an architect) 
should present no difficulty. 

Should these gentlemen (or others 
equally competent ahd detached) be 
invited, and consent, to undertake to 
render a grave and difficult public 
service. it is reasonable to suggest that the 
“ Federation ” and the “ Group ”’ should 
agree to. postpone final decisions for, say, 
one month. If, as is of course possible, 
agreement during the interval were not 
reached, neither side would have suffered 
by the delay. And there is surely more 
than a possibility that such a 
breathing space would give opportunity 
for counsels of '“ give and take,’ 
and for forms of compromise which 
can only otherwise be arrived at when tho 
combatants and the citizens generally have 
suffered the severe pains and penalties of 
needless conflict ! 


EXTREMISTS MAY BE 
DISREGARDED 


Even at this stage extremists on: both 
sides—some with ‘‘ Bourbon’’ traditions, 
and others, perhaps, with “‘ Bolshevist ”’ 
ambitions—will doubtless be found to 
resent all efforts at conciliation. ‘They 
will agree to cry out against “ inter- 
ference’’ in their “‘ private” disputes. But 
such objectors may safely be disregarded. 
The issue is far from being “ private. 
The rights and -privileges of the man-in- 
the-street were never more clearly in- 
volved. If there be any doubt upon 
that point let the question be put to 
Dublin’s 15,000 tenants of cellar dwellings 
and poisonous tenement rookeries! 

Let it be repeated that the suggestion 
so outlined is made without any consulta- 
tion, directly or indirectly, with either 
party to the dispute, or with the clergy- 
men whose names have been mentioned. 
As citizens of eminence and known good- 
will, and ardent pioneers of housing re- 
form, they will doubtless understand why 
such liberties have been taken!

Corporation, at a meeting yesterday morning, 
decided, by 16 votes to 5, that the pro- 

to erect five hundred wooden huts in 
he vicinity of the Gaeltacht Park be 
rescinded. 


This action was taken after the Housing 
Committee had received two deputations, 
introduced by the Lord Mayor, Alderman A. 
Byrne, T.D., in opposition to the wooden 
hut scheme. 

The ‘rst deputation was one of about 50 
women, the wives and relatives of quayside 
and tidal workers, who feared to be removed 
to a long distance from their places of em- 
ployment, ‘Che second deputation represented 
residents of the Gaeltacht Park, Drum- 
condra, aréa, who objected to the erection 
of five hundred wooden huts at Ellenfield and 
Larkfield as temporary accommodation for 
persons displaced in order to enable the Cor. 
poration. to proceed with their building 
schemes. 

Mr. T. Kelly, Chairman of the Committee, 
presided. 

The women’s deputation maintained that 
their husbands should be as clBve as possible 
to their place of work. Removal so far away 
for the majority of them would involve their 
livelihood. 

Mr. O'Kelly said that the Newfoundland 
street scheme, from which area the deputa- 
tion came, was still only on paper, and. they 
had come there without any good reason. 
No one was going to trouble them, nor would 
they be put to any mnnecessary inconvenience. 

The Lord Mayor satd that he understood 
the Poplar Row area would be reserved ex- 
clusively for these people. Would the Com- 
mittee guarantee that such would be the 
case? 

The Chairman replied that they could give 
ne such guarantee. 


“ WE WILL NOT GO” 


Mr. James Larkin said that these people 
were disquieted. Poplar Row was con- 
we to the area in which the men worked. 
These people could be removed to Poplar 
Row, and later given back their former 
dwellng-places. e said that of fifteen 
Councillors present ten had voted for the 
huts scheme. 

Mr. Kelly said that there would be no 
effort to remove them. 

“We will not go,” cried a number of 
women. 

Mr. J. J. Byrne asked was the Committee 
going to give the deputation the assurance 
that they would not be put out to the 
wooden huts. 

The Chairman—No one is going to move 
them. 

Mr. Larkin (to the deputation)—You have 
now got the assurance of the Committee and 
the Chairman that you are not going to be 
put oul, 

The Chairman—They have fio reason to 
complain. Somebody has been spreading talk 
round about them. We know that you have 
got to be kept near the quayside. 

A member of the deputation said that they 
wanted one of the houses in Church road. 
She had been applying for one for the past 
five years. She had nine children, two of 
whom she had buried within the last five 
months, and she expected to bury another 
one. There were people in Church road who 
had no children.

THE OBJECTIONS 


Mr. Parkiuson said that their main objec- 
tions to the wooden huts scheme were that 
these people would be taken to’ places about 
threo miles from their “work, and Mr.

The water supply al- 
ready was inadequate. If 500 huts were 
built there, what would be the position? In 
the case of fire they were three-quarters of a 
mile from the nearest telephone and every- 
one’s property might be involved. It would 
be a holocaust. At the time they were build- 
ing in that area the Corporation insisted upon 
houses of a minimum value of £650, and 
they were assured in February, 1933, that 
houses of an inferior quality would not be 
permitted. They had invested their life’s 
savings in providing houses for their families, 
and gas 4 thought that they ought to be 
protected. Corporation officials had stated. 
that it would take 20 years to solve the 
housing problem. Once their houses depre- 
ciated they could not be restored in value. 
He understood that the Gaeltacht Park was to 
become the entrance to the new hut area. 
The Corporation’s own Chief Medical Officer 
had stated that wooden huts were unhygienic. 
They had no objection to the building of good 
substantial working-class houses; but they did 
object to a wooden “internment camp.” It 
could be well understood that if they put 
people there for only ten or twelve months 
what care would they take of the place. 


‘TERRIBLE PROBLEM 


The Chairman said that the wooden huts 
would be there for a period of only five years. 
The Corporation’s only idea in making this 
motion was simply to do something to right 
this terrible problem in as few years as pos 
sible. They proposed to have temporary 
schools and churches for the colony. 

Mr, Belton asked if they had any in- 
formation that the ecclesiastical authorities 
would sanction temporary churches, He 
thonght that they would not. 

Mr. Kelly said that the difficulties of the 
water supply were being dealt with in the 
current estimates.

COMPANY NOT 
LIABLE 


SEQUEL TO MAJOR’S 
SUICIDE 


ig was decided in the Court oí a in 


London yesterday, that the Royal Insur- 

ance Company was not liable to pay on 
insurance policies taken out by Major Charles 
William St. John Rowlandson, who shot him- 
self in a taxi-cab on August ó, 1934; in St. 
James street, Piccadilly, London, two or three 
minutes before the policies would have ex- 
pired through non-payment of premium. 
_ It was decided to stand over the considered 
judgment of the cross appeal until the first - 
day of next term, and the question of leave to 
appeal to the House of Lords was adjourned 
until after the decision of the cross appeal. 
. The Master of the Rolls, giving the con- 
sidered — of the Court, said that 
Major Rowlandson did. not pay his last 
premiums, and was in debt to the extent of 
£60,000. He had no assets, and was, in fact, 
at the end of his credit. ‘“‘ It was clear,” 
said Lord Wright, ‘‘ that Major Rowlandson 
deliberately killed himself in order to allow 
his estate to collect the insurance money. 
However absolute in its terms a policy might 
be, the Court would not enforce it if it was 
ulegal or against public policy.” ° 


INVOLVING MURDER 


‘ The Court will not force the company to 
pay a sum of money under a contract which 


| involves the commission of murder,” said His 


Lordship, ‘‘ nor if the assured, having an in- 
surable interest in another’s life, had 
murdered that person and was seeking to 
collect the policy moneys. The same prin- 
ciple applies in other types of illegality. 

“Suicide was, by English law, .a felony, 
and had been so from very early times. 
This case, being in its nature one of 
felo de se, and as the plaintiff, as personal: 
representative, stands in: the shoes of the 
assured, who has committed murder on him- 
self, the claim is equivalent technically to a 
claim by a . urderer or his representative on 
the policy of a murderer on the life of a 
murdered man. 


NO BENEFIT 


“Tt is, therefore, clear that neither the 
murderer nor his estate can have any benefit 
under the policy. Similarly a murderer can- 
not benefit under the will of a murdered 
woman, as in the case of Crippen. 

“While the ecclesiastical law as to suicide 
had been mitigated in some degree, under the 
criminal law of this country self-murder was 
a felony. 

“While that remains the law, the Court 
must apply the general principle that it. will 
not allow a criminal or his representative to 
keep, by the judgment of the Court, the 
fruits of his crime,” Lord Wright declared.

DAMAGE ESTIMATED AT 
y £5,000

It is estimated that damage amounting to 
£5,000 has been caused to the Lagan Canal, 
the inland waterway from Belfast to Porta- 
down, by the heavy floods during the week- 
end.

Following the break in the bank at Stran- 
millis, Belfast, further damage has been 
caused by the heivy flow of water coming 
This morning a further ten

ment. Another portion of the bank has been 
undermined. In an endeavour to prevent 
further collapse of the embankment near the 
second lock workmen this morning began 
building a coffer dam across the narrow part 
of the canal, in the hope of holding back the 
weight of water from the damaged bank. A 
pe portion of the bank has ,iven way at 
many places between the first and secon 

lock. With one exception, al] the barges 
which were piled up on the embankment of 
the river or jammed on the buttzesses of the 
bridges have been cleared.

Harry Vardon 


Harry Vardon, the greatest golfer that 
the world has seen, has died at his home 
in England. He made his name in the 
days of the gutty ball. and the hickory 
shaft, and, with these implements, he was 
invincible for nearly twenty years. Twenty 
years is a long time to stay at the top of 
the tree when there ate so many others 
who are eager to dethrone the champion, 
and to obtain for themselves the profits 
that the title brings; but Harry Vardon 
was born to the game. He came from the 
island of Jersey with his revolutionary 
upright swing, his huge, powerful hands, 
and his almost miraculous sense of timing ; 
and with those three assets he made him- 
self open champion no less than six times 
between 1896 and the opening year of the 
Great War. No modern professional could 
hope to emulate that record, and no 
modern professional could hope to estab- 
lish himself as the golf oracle that Harry 
Vardon became. He wrote two books on 
the game of golf which still are pored 
over by the golfer of to-day, and his 
“ Vardon grip ” has been adopted as the 
ideal by golfers the world over. His 
influence upon his beloved game, soberly 
considered, has been incalculable: at a 
time when the leading professionals enjoy 
almost the same measure of publicity as 
the film star the name of Harry Vardon 
still shines brighter than them all. * Other 
commentators have condemned as barren 
any discussion of the compafative skill of 
the modern professional and of Harry 
Vardon, on the grounds that the different 
conditions made any such discussion 
absurd; but to us it seems a highly 
interesting question. Vardon had the 
perfect swing, the perfect temperament, 
and a “ touch ”' so delicate that he could 
extract a ball from a bunker with a 
straight-faced- iron. The modern profes- 
sional, encouraged by the lively rubber- 
cored ball, usually has a swing in which 
zsthetic considerations are subjected to 
the need for the maximum possible length, 
and he leaves his huge bag of clubs to 
provide the delicacy of “touch.” It is 
really a severe loss to the world of sport 
that Harry Vardon never played a match 
—with his copybook methods—against one 
of the muscular, savagely-hitting young 
men of to-day. |

Economic Co-operation -

Another 
clause. deals with accommodation for 
workers, and will provide that adequate 
air and space is essential, and to see that 
this is the case factory inspectors wil] be 
entitled to enter any building, no matter 
what the industry may be that is carried.

CHERBOURG, Monday. 

The giant French liner Normandie, four 
days out from New York on her way to 
Southampton and Cherbourg, has re- 
gained the blue riband of the Atlantic 
from the British liner Queen Mary.. The 
blue riband of the Atlantic goes to the 
ship which crosses the Atlantic between 
the Bishop Rock (Scilly Islands) and 
Ambrose Light, New York Harbour, at 
the highest average speed. 

The Queen Mary won the title in 
August last year with an average speed 
of 30.63 knots. 

The Normandie is expected to dock at 
Southampton at about 9 a.m., well ahead 
of schedule. She will then proceed to 
Cherbourg, where she is expected at about 
mid-day. 

According to reports received from the 
Normandie, her average daily speeds for 
the run so far are:— 

First day: 30.67 knots. 

Second day: 31.5 knots. 

Third day: 30.94 knots. 

During Saturday night and early Sun- 
day morning the liner experienced a 
strong westerly gale; but, in spite of this, 
she covered 728 miles in the 24 hours up 
to mid-day, Sunday, it is stated. 

The Normandie won the blue riband in 
1935 with an average speed for the New 
York to Europe crossing of 30,51 knots. 
This was beaten by the Queen Mary in 
August, 1936, with an average speed of 
30.63 knots, also from New York to 
Europe. 

The Queen Mary’s daily averages were: 
First day, 30.13 knots; second day, 30.57 ; 
third day, 31.00; fourth day, 30.96. . 

Since the establishment: of the. blue 
riband title in 1910 the following ships 
have held the title :— 

1910... Mauretania. 1929... Bremen. 
1922... Mauretania. 1933... Europa. 
1923 ... Leviathan. 1935 ... Normandie. 
1924... Mauretania. 1936... Queen Mary, 
1929... Mauretania, 1937... Normandie. 

The Queen Mary still holds the record 
for the fastest run from Europe to New 
York, which she set up in August, 1956 
prior to gaining the blue riband, with an 
average speed of 30.14 knots.

THE DUCHESS’S CAREER 


The Duchess of Bedford, who became 
known as “ The Flying Duchess,”’ was 
born at Stockbridge, Hants, on September 
26, 1865. She is the second daughter of 
the Ven. Archdeacon Tribe. In 1888 she 
married Lord Herbrand Russell, now 
eleventh Duke of Bedford, and has one 
son. She was educated at Cheltenham 
Ladies’ College and at Zurich, and is a 
member of the Rontgen Society and of the 
Society of Radiographers. She has written 
numerous papers on ornithological sub- 
jects. Natural history, fishing, shooting 
and radiography are her recreations apart 
from flying. 

It was not until she was 62 years of age 
that the Duchess took up flying in earnest, 
although she had been keenly interested in 
it for several years. Her reason for doing 
so was that she regarded it as the most 
exhilarating of all sports. Early this year 
she obtained a Moth 'plane, which was 
kept in a hangar at Stag Lane Aerodrome. 

So that Captain C. D. Barnard could 
“call ” to take her up for frequent flying 
lessons she arranged for the beautiful lawn 
in front of her house, Woburn Abbey, near 
Bedford, to be used as a landing ground. 
Frequently, therefore, Captain Barnard 
would “ drop in ” of a morning and take 
the Duchess off to pay a friendly visit in 
town, or on some other mission. 

The Duchess is a thoroughly efficient air- 
woman and quite capable of handling her 
machine, although she has often said that 
she does not wish to fly alone. 

Aerial acrobatics in no way frighten her, 
and she delighted in an occasional “‘ spin ”’ 


, or “ Immelmann turn.” 


In the spring of last year she made a 
trip of 5,500 miles, flying to Paris, 
Biarritz, Madrid, Tangiers, Toulouse, 
Lyons, and back to London. This was her 
greatest and most thrilling flight. 

She has flown over Vesuvius and over 
the Pyrenees, and altogether has journeyed 
more than 16,000 miles with. Captain 
Barnard.

IRISH SEA DRAMA IN 
SNOWSTORM

The 4,877-ton steamer Marie Moller, 
which was abandoned in flames off Holy- 
head yesterday, was blazing from stem to 
stern last night and appeared likely to 
sink at any moment. 

Crowds from the beach watched the 
spectacular doom of the vessel, which was 
carrying a cargo of oilcakes and ground 
nuts from Shanghai to Liverpool. She is 
owned by Messrs. N. E. A, Moller, of 
Shanghai, and registered at Leith. 

First news of the steamer’s plight came 
in a dramatic radio message from the 
skipper, Captain Anderson, to Liverpool, 
asking for help. The burning vessel 
anchored two and a half miles off Holy- 
head breakwater. 

Most of her crew of 72, largely Chinese, 
were taken off by the Holyhead lifeboat, 
and the rest were rescued by the Trinity 
steamer Beacon during a snowstorm.

THE NAVAL AIR ARM 


Admiral Sir Roger Keyes (Conservative) 
spoke of the vital necessity for greater 
efficiency in the Naval Air Arm. Its de- 
velopment could, he said, never be achieved 
under the existing — If the opponents 
of Admiralty control of the air arm had a 
case at all, why did they object to an im- 
artial inquiry into the whole qpestion. 
Would the Government bear all the respon- 
sibility on the day of battle if they failed 
to provide the Navy with all the aircraft it 
needed. 

Admiral Sir M. Sueter (Conservative) 
observed that the Admiralty were never keen 
in developing their Air Service when Mr. 
Churchill was in office. Praise had been 
given to a certain type of air bomber for its 
war flying. When he (Admiral Sueter) was 
at the Admiralty he was sent for and called 
the biggest fool in the Service for ordering 
that type of machine, because, it was alleged, 
it would not fly. (Laughter.) 

Sir Hugh Seely (Liberal) said that the 
sooner a decision was reached on the question 


for the defence of the country. 


SETTLEMENT URGENT 
Mr. Churchill (Conservative) said that the 
country must continue to rely upon the Royal 
Navy until the Air Force had reached a 
strength comparable with that of European 
countries. He hoped the urgency of reaching 
a settlement on the question of the Fleet air 
arm was realised by the Government and by 
Sir Thomas Inskip. He never for a moment 
suggested that the Fleet air arm should be 
a rival to the R.A.C., but he did say that 
the Fleet should be given an Air Service 
over which they had full control, and which 
was designed to meet its special requirements. 
Referring to reports that Lord Weir had 
threatened to resign and that as a conse- 
quence the Government had altered their 
olicy, he expressed the hope that Sir Thomas 
Inskip would remove from the public mind 
any idea that the Government would be de- 
flected from their course by any threat of 
resignation. 

With regard to the R.A.F. expansion pro- 
gramme, he complained that there was a lot 
of leeway to be made up before we ap- 
proached the German Air Force in strength. 
We wanted something more than mere white 
paper squadrons. 


STRATEGIC PRINCIPLES 

Sir Thomas Inskip, the Minister for 
the Co-ordination of Defence, said that with 
es to the Fleet air arm, they had to de- 
cide on certain strategic principles before a 
sound decision could be arrived at. He was 
aware of the urgency of the ques- 
tion, but he must not be _ pressed 
for an immediate decision. When a 
decision was made it should be complied with 
in the spirit and the letter and with good- 
will, even on the part of those who did not 
altogether agree with it. 

Speaking of the position of Lord Weir, he 
said that the statement that Lord Weir had 
resigned, or threatened to resign, following 
the statement he made to the House on the 
Jlth March was quite untrue. A systematic 
investigation was being made in regard to 
the Fleet air arm, and Lord Weir was one 
of those consulted: He did not propose to 
say anything as to the nature of the dis- 
cussion which took place. No Government 
should ever be called to account for the steps 
taken preparatory to a certain decision. Cer- 
tainly, in coming to that decision the Govern- 
ment would not be deterred from carrying it 
into effect by any threats of resignation from 
whatsoever direction. they might come.

SIR J. G. BARTON 

Sir John George Barton, C.B., F.S.I., of 
Farndreg, County Louth, an engineer and 
surveyor in Ireland, died at Hyeres on Satur- 
day, at the age of 86, says The Times. He 
was educated at Repton, and studied 
engineering with Messrs, Maudslay, Sons and 
Field, and with his father, James Barton, 
who was a member of the Council of the 
Institution of. Civil Engineers. . He con- 
structed the Castlederg Light Railway, and 
was’ joint engineer of the Clogher Valley 
Railway. From 1889 to 1892 he. was inspect- 
ing engineer to the Board of .Works, and 
was Government Arbitrator under the Board 
of Trade for light railways' in Ireland. He 
was Commissioner of Valuation and Chief 
Boundary Surveyor of Ireland from 1892 to 
1916, and was a member of Departmental 
Committees on Science Colleges for Ireland. 
He was made a . in 1900, and was 
knighted in 1902. Lady Barton, who was a 
daughter of Colonel C. Grantham and the 
widow of Colonel A. E. Hamilton Smyth, 
died in 1933. 


REV. ROBERT HUGH SEMPLE 


The death occurred suddenly on 22nd inst., 
at his residence, 6 Prince of Wales terrace, 
Bray, of the Rev. R. H, Semple, M.A. 
(Cantab), minister-emeritus, of Limerick 
Presbyterian Church. Mr. Semple had a dis- 
tinguished career, graduating with First 
Honours in Queen’s College, Belfast, proceed- 
ing afterwards to Cambrid University, 
where he took Mathematical Tripos and also 
Theological Tripos. On the ieddicsion of his 
college course he became assistant to the 
Rev. Dr. John Watson (Ian Maclaren) in 
Sefton Park, Liverpool. and in August, 1891, 
was ordained in Downpatrick, where he 
ministered for almost five years, In 1895 he 
was installed as. minister of.

Spain.”

In 1934 there was the 
big revolution of the Asturias, a revolution 
that was to have established Soviets and 
ended Republicanism; but that objective 
failed. The Government and Army succeeded 
in suppressing the revolution and putting 
295,000 Communists in jail, where they remained 
until the elections of last year, when the 
jails were thrown open and political and other 
prisoners loosed upon the country. Even in 
that period a number of Sowiets had been 
established in Spain, but they did not last. 
It was a stroke of genius that enabled the 
Communists to establish the Popular Front, 
in which they got the support of Anarchists, 
Socialists and Syndicalists, who up to then 
would have nothing to do with them. 
reports sent to the Kommintern from the 
Spanish Communists there was a frank admis- 
sion that the aim of Communism in Spain 
was to produce the revolution which had. to 
precede the domination of the Soviet over any 
other country where there was any other 
class except Communists. 


THE GOVERNMENT 


In April last year, betore the civil war 
started, the Secretary of the Spanish Com- 
munist Party made @ report to the Third 
Internationale: ‘‘ We must proceed now to 
form workers’ and peasants’ alliances to re- 
place the State on the day we overthrow it. 
We must also have one single Proletarian

Dealing ‘with the statement that the 


present Government. were the properly con- 
stitutionally elected Government, he said 
that, owing to the peculiarity of the Spanish 
electoral systern, one could not at once, from 
knowing ove the parties stood in Parlia- 
ment, conclude the veting power and views 
of the people of the country. For instance, 
while the Popular Front had a majority of 


sixty members in the Cortes, there were over 


200.000 more votes against them. While 
results were still coming in on February 17th 
and 18th, it was seen that they were not 
going to get the power they needed, and, 
without waiting for the final scrutiny or the 
proclamation of the results, they launched 
their attack by starting disorders in the 
streets, using violence in the demand for 
power, and, at the urge of irresponsible 
agitators, the mob seized the ballot boxes 
and false returns were sent in in many cases. 
Having got a sufficient majority for their 
purpose, the Popular Front appointed a com- 
mittee of its own to judge the validity of 
the elections, and with very short shrift 
that committee annulled the election of some 
fifty of its opponents, and put in their — 
men of its own political colour, No Com- 
nunist, Anarchist or 
fine in the Government. They had a weak 
Government, and they said to themselves soon 
there will be no Government, there will be a 


revolution. 
THE REVOLUTION 


That revolution began in the March after 
the elections. Franco’s invasion was a coul- 
ter revolution in defence of the liberties of the 
individual, in defence of private property, and 
in defence of the freedom of the Catholic 
Church, which was the Church of the main 
body of the Catholic people. The terror in 
Spain which followed the elections was the 
terror of absolute chaos, the terror of a Go- 
vernment whose police and Mayors made uo 
attempt, or dare make an attempt, to disturb 
or interfere with the rioting, strikes, burning 
of churches, murders of political opponents, 
which went on steadily for five months. There 
were ‘five months of Spain in that condition, 
and nothing was done, and if it was a Govern- 
ment properly elected it ceased to be a 
Government when it openly and definitely 
made no attempt to govern and to protect the 
lives. and property and liberties of the eevee. 
That was a definite moral principle of Go- 
vernment, and no Government could remain 
a Government. if it took on itself to do an 
injustice, 

There was satisfactory proof now that 
General Franco only anticipated by a few days 
that Red coup d'etat which was to have 
made the streets of Spanish cities run with 
the blood of those who were not themselves 
Red.

Tt was a lawinl 
war, because it was in defence of those 
fundamental liberties that belonged to the 
citizens of the country and which had been 
violated. So far from Franco’s revolution 
being a mere military revolution, he had come 
to Spain at the invitation of a large number 
of people. He was labelled Fascist because 
of the Communists to label 


as Fascist everybody who was against them. 


FRANCO'S MEN 


As to the Moors and Foreign Legion, the 
Foreign Legion was ninety per cent. com- 
posed of pure-blooded Spaniards. The Moors 
were clean fighters. Franco had also with 
him 200,000 Carlists, ninety per cent. of whom 
were working men, and with him also were 
those who owned anything or had a stake in 
the country, It was a significant thing that 


| in the three-fifths of Spain which Franco held 


conditions were peaceful, prosperous and 
orderly—even the prices of goods in the shops 
had not increased, whereas in the two-fifths 
held by the Government everything was 
chaos, starvation, brutal treatment and 
murder, and in not one single church in that 
two-fifths had there been a single Mass since 
the civil war started. 

What, he asked, was going to be the end 
of it all. If Franco won the State he planned 
would be a really prosperous and happy 
State, tong _the lines laid down “in the 
Encyclical of Pope Leo.

Lieutenant Nigel George Hallett, now 
serving in H.M.S. Revenge, was dismissed 
the service at a Portsmouth courtmartial 
yesterday. 

Lieutenant Hallett pleaded guilty to 
wilfully disobeying the lawful command 
of Captain F. A. Buckley, of H.M.S. 
Malaya, that he was not to sleep on shore 
or remain out of his ship for the night 
without the previous sanction of the com- 
manding officer, and to being absent with- 
out leave from 6 a.m. on February 20 to 
9.45 p.m. on February 21. | 

Lieutenant Hallett read a statement, to 
the Court in which he said that until 
August last year he was a pilot in the 
Fleet Air Arm of eighteen months’ stand- 
ing, and was devoted to the work. While 
engaged in the work of inspecting torpedo 
bombing at Gosport he was seem! so by 
a woman for a technical offence. He 
came before an R.A.F. courtmartial, and. 
on the evidence ofthe woman he was 
sentenced to lose seniority in the R.A.F., 
six months’ seniority in the Royal Navy, 
and relieved from further duties in the 
Fleet Air Arm. 

That, he said, was the end of his 
ambition, and in the middle of October 
last he sent in his resignation to the 
Admiralty, but was told there was no 
chance of it being accepted. He joined, 
the Malaya and found himself unable to 
recover from the blow which the circum- 
stances had delivered or to take a proper 
interest in his work. The sense of bitter 
ness was rankling more and more, and 
his attitude was entirely a self-centred 
one. His career had already been ruined, 
and that was the attitude of mind under 
which he absented himself without leave. 

It was stated that Lieutenant Hallett’s 
character was satisfactory, apart from the 
conduct which was the subject of the 
trial. 

Lieutenant Hallett’s record showed that 
the R.A.F. courtmartial before which he 
had appeared related to a charge of fly- 
ing unnecessarily low at Salisbury, Hamp- 
shire, on October 10 last year, and that 
the six months loss of seniority as a naval 
officer was remitted.

The 
shortening of the African trip by cutting 
the visit to Ghadames in the desert on the 
western border of Libya was decided on at 
least three or four days ago owing to dust 
storms raging. It was never intended 
that the Duce should follow the naval 
manceuvres at length. He witnessed the 
beginning of them to-day and reviewed the 
first squadron. 

Mussolini has been in constant touch by 
wireless with Count Ciano and other 
Ministers during his trip, and devoted 
several hours every day to State business. 
He was in a position to take decisions if 
any were required. 

It is certain that after his fortnight’s 
absence from Rome the Duce will have 
important matters to discuss at length 
with his Ministers, but there is nothing 
here to suggest that any sensational 
decisions are likely to be taken at the 
moment
